“Case Unprecedented,” 
Says Court After Cor- 
poration’s Attack on 
Commission Ruling. 


Continuation of arguments on the 
Georgia public service commission’s 
demurrer to a petition of the Georgia 
Power Company for a court order in- 
validating an edict of the service com- 
mission citing it to show cause for 
its “voluntary” slash in the light and 
power rates of Crisp county, where 
a municipal power plant is operating 
in competition to the Georgia Power 
Company, will be heard by Judge G. 
H. Howard in Fulton superior court 
this morning. 

After taking under advisement a pe- 
tition of the Municipal Rates Asso- 
ciation that it be permitted to inter- 
ve in the action, Judge Howard 
Monday listened to nearly three hours 
of argument from James A. Perry, 
chairman of the service commission ; 
S. J. Smith, the commission’s coun- 
selor, and Judge Walter T. Colquitt, 
chief of the power company’s legal 
staff. Judge Howard said he wanted 
“to hear morse from bota sides.” 

“Such a case as this never has been 
decided in this state,” Judge Howard 
said in directing further argument. “I 
want to hear more about it and go 
deeper into the facts at hand.” 

Challenge to Commission, 

The power company action Monday 
was a challenge to the public service 
commission’s authority to make the 
corporation show cause why its rates 
should not be uniform in the state,

The challenge is the outgrowth of 
the commission's effort to have the 
company show cause why its rates in 
other cities should not conform with 
those in effect at Cordele, where prices 
recently were cut. 

Should Judge Howard sustain the 
commission’s demurrer that the power 
company has made no case at law, the 
action will revert automaticaly to the 
commission, before which Atlanta and 
Augusta would have to pray for in- 
tervention. 

Should he overrule the demurrer, 
the intervention petition would be de- 
cided before he passed on the ques- 
tion of a permanent injunction.

LAW MUST REIN 
ASSERTS PITTMAN 


Judge of Bartow Court 
Says Mob Rule Will Not 
Be Tolerated. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Sept. 29.— 
The opening of the speci-] term of Bar- 
tow superior court here Monday morn- 
ing was featured by an able and time- 
ly charge delivered to the grand jury 
by Judge Claude C. Pittman. He out- 
lined the duties of the body and 
stressed the importance of guaran- 
teeing fair and impartial trials for 
defendants upon any and all occa- 
sions. 

Four negro murderers are to face 
trial here this week and Judge Pitt- 
man evidently felt that the situation 
demanded a charge to the grand jury 
more in keeping with their duties at 
the special session rather than the 
usual language from the bench. 

“The reign of the law, impartially 


administered, is the reign of the con- | 


stitution and the reign of peace. The 
reign of the mob is the reign of an- 
archy, and must not, and will not 
be tolerated by a free, liverty-loving 
and law-abiding people. In Bartow 
county, as sworn officers of the law, 
and as good citizens of the state, we 
will see to it that every citizen, 
charged with a crime, is tried by the 
law, and the rules of the constitu- 
tion, and not otherwise,” said Judge 
Pittman to the grand jury. 

Judge Pittman told the grand ju- 
rors he had a conversation with he 
late Chief of Police Jenkins on the 
day before he was killed and the chief 
suggested to him that a special term 
of court be called to try three negro 
murderers, then held in the Bartow 
county jail. The call for the specia! 
term was issued, and the chief met 
his death. It is for the purpose of

Failing in its effort to obtain tes- 
timony which would enable it to de- 
termine whether George A. Kubler, 
of 737 Greenwood avenue, N. E., died 
by his own hand or was murdered 
last Wednesday morning in the fash- 
ionable Druid Hills section, a coroner’s 
jury Monday afternoon in Decatur 
brought in a recommendation that the 
DeKalb county grand jury continue 
the investigation. 

A possible reason for the slaying 
of Kubler by another person, devel- 
oped in Monday’s inquest, is the first 
motive revealed since the investiga- 
tion began. Investigation to deter- 
mine if there is anything in the new 
angle, that of an extremely jealous 
and insane husband, will be made, 
John W. Jones, investigator for So- 
licitor-General Claud C, Smith, of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, said. Up 
to the inquest Monday, the case was 
strangely bare of motives for either 
suicide or murder, as Kubler had no 
apparent enemies so far as officers 
were informed, his home life was said 
to be happy, and he was not worried 
by financial troubles. 

- Contradictory evidence of witnesses, 
from whom the coroner sought to ob- 
tain information pointing to murder, 
brought an end to the inquest and 
the recommend:.‘ions followed. Inves- 
tigator Jones said that the Kubler 
case would be presented to the De- 
cember grand jury if evidence is un- 
covered warranting grand jury action. 
_ Intgestigation’ was terminated after 
two women witnesses made differing 
statements with reference to author- 
ship of a theory that’ Kubler was slain 
by a man recently released from a 
Tennessee insane asylum.

Darrow Attacks 
Chicago Courts’ 
High Handedness 


CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—()—Chi- 
cago’s campaign against “public ene- 
mies” by use of the vagrancy laws 
was attacked today by Clarence Dar- 
row, noted criminal lawyer. He ap- 
peared in a Chicago court for the 
first time in two years. He is repre- 
senting George (“Red”) Barker, busi- 
ness agent for the teamsters’ union. 

Barker and William (“Three-Fin- 
gered Jack”) White, both listed by 
the Chicago crime commission 4s 
“public enemies,” and both charged 
with vagrancy, were accompanied by 
Darrow when they surrendered in 
municipal court. They were released 
a few minutes after their surrender 
on real estate bonds worth $100,000. 

“I broke my resolve to keep out of 
criminal practice beeause I feel that 
this vagrancy campaign is outrageous,” 
explained Darrow. “The law provides 
that a man charged with vagrancy 
shall be released on a regular bond 
of $100 which can be approved by 
any police captain. Yet men are be- 
ing taken into municipal court 
charged with vagrancy and required 
to furnish $10,000 bonds. It is un- 
likely that any of them ever will be 


tried on vagrancy charges.

DEFEND SOVIETS 


Say Futures Sales Were 
Legitimate Hedging 


CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—(4)—The 
congressional committee on communist 
activities concluded its inquiry into 
Russia’s short selling of wheat today 
after hearing Chicago Board of Trade 
executives describe it as a “hedging” 
operation rather than an attempt to 
depress prices. 

Throughout the day the committee 
had heard from one grain man after 
another that Russia’s sale of 7,500,000 


bushels of wheat in the futures mar- 
ket was not contrary to any govern- 
ment or exchange rule then existing 
and that it had no semblance to a

The principal witness of the after- 
noon, Joseph Griffin, enlarged 
on this by saying that it was “prob- 
ably passed at the behest of Washing- 
ton authorities” and that it was very 
dangerous to allow any government 
to enter a market.

HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Sept: 29.— 
(P)—National guardsmen attacked a 
crowd around the Madison county jail 
here tonight with tear gas bombs and 
then advanced against the crowd with 
drawn bayonets when the group at- 
tempted to advance on the jail where 
G. E. Henderson, negro, is being held 
in connection with the slaying Satur- 
day night of H. E. Ross, Huntsville 
businessman. 

The tear gas bombs were thrown in 
front of the crowd as the group con- 
tinued to edge closer to the roped off 
area where the guardsmen were on 
duty. 

An unfavorable wind drove the tear 
gas back into the faces -* the guards- 
men and as the crowd continued to ad- 
vance the guardsmen formed a line 
and advanced with drawn bayonets. 

As the guardsmen pushed the crowd 
back members of the crowd retaliated 
with rocks and bricks, 

Several guardsmen were struck by 
the rocks and bricks, but none was 
seriously injured, 

One of the guardsmen strack down 
a member of the erowd with the butt 


of his gun when he said he saw 


man hurling rocks. The injured man 
was taken to a local hospital; where 
he was identified as Tommy Baker, 
lightweight boxer. Hospital attaches 
said Baker was not seriously injured. 

Guardsmen drove the crowd nearly 
a block toward the business section of 
Huntsville and then returned to their 
posts inside the roped off area around 
the jail. The crowd immediately be- 
gan reforming just outside the line, 
but no further demonstration oc- 
curred.

A decline in activity was noted in 
most of the business enterprises sur- 
veyed. No interpretation of the facts, 
assembled was attempted by Barnes 
or his experts. 

Large declines were reported in the 
construction industries as a_ whole, 
although construction of public works 
and utilities for the year to September 
19 exceeded the volume in the same 
period last year by $147,000,000. Non- 
residential building to September 19 
was less in volume by $341,000,000 
and residential construction by $698,- 
000,000. Total building contracts for 
all classes this year were $3,574,000.- 
000, compared with $4,467,000,000 
to September 19 in 1929. 

Analyzing the railroad industry, the 
report showed capital expenditures for 
the first six months of the year for 
equipment, roadway, and structures, 
totaled $468,000,000, which is an in- 
crease of 33.8 per cent over the same 
period in 1929. Employment dropped 
way off, however, according to the 
report which showed there were 1,532,- 
000 employes on Class 1 railroads to 
July 15, the lowest firgure since 1922, 
at the time of the shopmen’s strike. 
Carloadings for seven weeks to Sep- 
tember 13 were 16.3 below the same 
period last year. 

The iron and steel industries showed 
declines for the first eight months of 
the year. Automobile production in 
August in the United States and Can- 
ada was 232,838 units. or 54.6 per 
cent under August, 1929. The ma- 
chine tool industry operated in Au- 
gust at approximately 60 per cent of 
capacity. 

Telegraph and cable business drop- 
ped considerably during July and Au- 
gust; radio businegs was said to be 
on the upgrade. The program of ,con- 
struction by electric power compa- 
nies is expected to approximate $1,- 
000,000,000, the report said, 

Production of wood pulp and pa- 
per receded in July, but showed some 
improvement in August. Stocks of 
wood pulp and paper have been kept 
down and are reported as considerably 
below stocks in this season last year. 
The survey showed that during the 
first eight months of the year news- 
paper advertising measured by lineage 
was 10 per cent below the same pe- 
riod in 1929. 

The textile industry was reported 
to be sounder, activities having in- 
creased about 3 per cent in August 
over July. 

Hotel business in August was 14 
per cent below August, 1929, with 
about the same per cent of decrease 
in September. 

The volume of restaurant business 
for the first half of September was 
somewhat higher than a year ago. 

Building and loan associations in 
24 states reported indications of un- 
even, but improved conditions. The 
upward tendency in savings deposits, 
the survey said, still continues. Banks 
in New York state reported August 
~ a deposits increased $20,000,- 

Life insurance purchases last month 
dropped off 8.7 per cent from August 
of last year. although the total for

NYE TO RENEW FIGHT 
UN EQUALIZATION FEE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—())— 
The equalization fee principles of farm 
relief was revived today by Senator 
Nye, republican, North Dakota, fore- 
shadowing another controversy in 
congress over agriculture. 

The renewal of the movement for 
the equalization fee which was twice 
vetoed by Calvin Coolidge is consid- 
ered not without political significance 
In view of the recent drive of the 
coalition of senate democrats and 
western republican independents for 
the export debenture plan, and the di- 
vision of this group on the first pro- 
posal. 

Senator Nye said he intended to 
propose the equalization fee proposi- 
tion as a part of a new farm mark:'- 
ing act at the next session. He said 
the depression of agriculture prices 
“show a need for this additional leg- 
islation.” 

Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
is an advocate of the export debenture 
in opposition to the wishes of Presi- 
dent Hoover but he has opposed the 
equalization fee as unconstitutional. 

James A. Reed, of Missouri, who 
has been mentioned as a_ potential 
democratic presidential candidate in 
1932, likewise opposed the equaliza- 
| tion fee while in the senate, but spon- 
sored the export debenture. 

Senator Nye reports on his return 
from the middle west that the agri- 
cultural situation is the main issue 
in that territory. Party leaders are 
wondering if the post-war problem of 
farm relief is once more going to 
haunt congress and _ political cam- 
paigns.: 

After congress twice approved the 
old McNary-Haughen farm _reliet 
measure embodying the equalization 
fee and President Coolidge vetoed it, 
the last republican national conven- 
tion went on record against it. 

Then the export debenture plan, 
providing for a refund to the sellers 
of surplus products on a depressed 
world market from tariff receipts, 


| was advanced. This drew almost 
4 united support in the senate from the 
western republican independents and 
democrats but the house adhered to the 
opposition of President Hoover and 
2 rejected it. : 
The equalization fee provides for 2 
tax on products to provide their sale 
* ‘abroad or disposition in years of sur- 
plus. The American Farm Bureau 


Federation had advocated it while the 
National Grange had advanced the ex- 
port debenture plan. 

Meanwhile, the administration 1s 
asking support of the farm marketing 
act passed last session in response to 
the dictates of President Hoover. 


100 Per Cent Delivery 
Tobacco Co-ops’ Aim 


RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 29.—(#)— 
The North Carolina tobacco organiza- 
tion committee, today adopted a “100 
per cent delivery” contract for a co- 
operative and voted that a sign-up of 
growers be started as soon as nececs- 
sary-arrangements can be completed. 
Forty of the 50 tobacco-producing 
counties of the state were represented 
at the committee meeting. 

The committee’s plans call for two 
co-operative organizations—the  east- 
ern North Carolina Tobacco Growers 
Association, and the North Carolina 
Old Belt Tobaceo Growers’ Associa- 
tion. Both, it was decided, will have 
their headquarters in Raleigh, in or- 
der that their operations may be co- 
ordinated and combined in some de- 
tail. 

An organization agreement adopted 
provides that if the committee does 
not by May 1, 1931, secure a suffici- 
ent sign-up for efficient operation of a 
co-operative, all contracts signed then 
‘will be deemed cancelled.” For the 
contract to be effective for the 1930 
crop, the agreement stated, a sufficient 
sign-up must be obtained by Octob- 


er 15.

Carswell headquarters Monday is- 
sued a statement quoting opinions of 
T. M. Cunningham, of Savannah, and 
W. H. Fleming, of Augusta, to the 


effect that the general assembly has 
ample bye aed to approve the Carswell 
lan of diverting allocated state funds 
or the payment of state debts.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—(UN) 
Four members of the senate campaign 
expenditures committee today charac- 
terized as “false and libelous’ Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick’s charges 
that the committee had “spied” on 
her, and issued a formal statement 
warning newspapers that repetition 
of these charges will be regarded as 
“willful and malicious libel.” 

This marked another chapter in the 
acrimonious controversy between the 
southful Chairman Nye of the com- 
mittee, formerly a country editor in 
North Dakota, and the wealthy daugh- 
ter of Mark Hanna, who is republieqn 
candidate for the senate in Illinois. 

The statement warned newspapers 
which continue to print Mrs. McCor- 
mick's charges that they “must as- 
sume individual responsibility for 
them.’ 

The warning was issued by Chair- 
man Gerald Nre, and was signed by

We have not 
read her correspondence either private 
or official. We did not rifle her files 
at Byron or elsewhere nor have we or 
any one of us or any agent of the 
committee directed, approved or had 
knowledge of any such acts. 

“We dislike honoring these charges 
by repeating our denials, but Mrs. 
McCormick has the effrontery to con- 
tinue to make statements which are 
not only false in fact but which she 
herself must know to be false. 

“The newspapers which have been

and that shortly after the sound of 
the shot was heard. Brewster return- 
ed with the gun and said, “I got him, 
but if I don’t do some good managing 
I'll go to the electric chair.”

He was condemned to death at 
the trinl in March and was refused a 
new trial by Judge Daniel in April. 

The case was carried to the su- 
preme court and Caison was granted 
a new trial Im August. Young Phil- 
lips was one’ of the most popular 
young men in Ludowici and was 25 
vears of age. Caison, a World War 
veteran, is 35 years of age and a 
native of this county.

The oath of 
an officer to support the constitution 
is as simple as that of a witness to tell 
the truth in a court of justice.’ 

“The great bill of rights was en- 
acted in 1689, during the reign of 
William and Mary of England. The 
bill of rights was brought to this 
continent by our ancestors, who were 
| driven from England and France by 

‘mob rule.” The principles of the bill 
of rights have been preserved for us 
to this good day by the best brain 
and the most precious blood of the 
fathers. The bill of rights is written 
forever into the fundamental laws of 
our land and are our constitutional 
guarantees of life, liberty and prop- 
erty. 


Georgia’s Bill of Rights. 

“The bill of rights, as written into 
our own state constitution, in part, 
provides :

The executive committee, in session 
at the Atlanta Biltmore hotel Sunday 
night and Monday, heard Coach Ney- 


dJand late Sunday night in a closed 


meeting. 

Coach Neyland admitted, ac- 
cording to the announcement to 
the press by Dr. W. D. Funk- 
houser, secretary of the commit- 
tee that he had a number of pros- 

ctive freshmen report to the 
fennessee athiletie field from Au- 
gust 25 to August 30 so that he 
might “lock them over.” 

The executive committee, according 
to Dr. Funkhouser, declared this to 
be a flagrant violation of at least t 
and probably three rules of the cofi- 
ference. 

ARTICLES QUOTED. 

The rules obvieusly violated were 
those contgined in Article VII, Sec- 
tion IV, of the conference by-laws, 
to-wit: ’ 

“There shall be no preliminary 
training, asscsnbling of candidates 
or issuing of equipment prior to 
the first Monday in September. 
Athletic associations of Southern 
conference institutions may bear 
the expense of food for men dur- 
ing the preliminary training pe- 
ricd provided that no such ex- 
pense shall begin prior to the first 
Monday in September nor prior 
to 15 days before the opening of 
the college session. 

“No freshmen students shall be al- 
lowed to assemble for pennies before 

ege session,” 
= ADMISSION RECEIVED. 

_ The conference committee, accord- 
ing to Dr. Funkhouser’s report, found 
from Major Neyland’s own statement 
to the committee that he had vio- 
lated the rule against assembling 
freshmen for practice and had~ vio- 
lated the rule against the issuance 
of equipment. : 

It was the opinion of the com- 
mittee, said Dr. Funkhouser, that 
the expenses of the men must 
have been paid, as high school 
students would hardly . defray 
their own expenses to be “looked 
over.” Coach Neyland did not 
state whether the expenses had 
heen paid or not, however. 
The Tennessee coach’s statement 

that he had. not seen the men ‘and 
wanted to “look them over” was not 
favorably received, according to mem- 
bers of the committee, and there was 
found to be need for drastic action 
in the matter. .

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 29.-- 
(P)—For 14 hours today 9-year-old 
Marie Overby fought off death, while 
astounded surgeons took motion pie- 
tures of her heart and lung action 
through a “window” burned into her 
left breast by accidental contact with 
13,200-volt power transmission line. 

The child’s fight against death at- 
tracted the attention of leading phy- 
sicians and surgeons of this district 
and made what many believe to be 
medical history. 

She was brought here to a_ hos- 
pital last night after an automobile 
accident in which her mother was 
electrocuted and herself fatally burned 
when they became entangled in a 
power wire lying across the highway. 

Her injuries were believed only su- 
perficial until she was examined for 
emergency treatment. The examina- 
tion revealed a gaping hole, nine 
inches square, ‘had been burned 
through her breast and ribs, through 
which her ceolomic cavity and organs 
were plainly visible. 

The child remained conscious 
through the entire time and puzzled 
surgeons by her insistence she felt 
no pain. She chatted with doctors 
and told of the accident throughout 
the time she lived, taking active in- 
terest in the examination. She died 
at noon, 

A motion picture machine was set 
up at her bedside and the record of 
the unusual case made. It recorded 
a stoutly beating heart and a col- 
lapsed left lung. 


Power Head Pleads 
Merger Continuance 


SWAMPSCOTT, Biles. Sept. 29.— 
()—Continuation of the merger trend 
in the power industry was advocated 
in an address prepared for delivery 
tonight by. Charles H. Hodskinson, 
president of the New England division 
of the National Electric Light Asso- 
ciation at the annual convention here. 

He assailed those who, he = said, 
make false accusations against the in- 
dustry because of the combination of 
companies. 

“To serve America electrically with 
the best service possible at a cost 
which ‘will be fair both to the con- 
sumers and the companies, and _ to 
keep’ pace with the ‘rapid expansion 
in the ‘business which is still going 
on, enormous sums oj 
required, Hodskinsoy said, 
still farther combination ‘of compa- 
nies arid’ the- consolidation of their 
resources ‘for economic reasons must 
follow and the size of these transac- 
tions should not disturb the public 
mind.” 


Trust Fund in Britain 


LONDON, Sept. 29. —(P)—Edward 
S. Harkness. American capitalist’ and 
philanthropist noted for his generos- 
ity to American educational institu- 
tions, has established a trust fund of 
$10,000,000 for social and educational 
work in England. 

It is to be known as the “Pilgrim 
Trust” and will be administered by 
a board including Stanley Baldwin, 
former conservative prime minister; 
Sir Joshua Stamp and John Bachan, 
novelist. 

The amount of the gift, which it- 
self was announced last July, was 
revealed today by Lord MacMillan, a 
celebrated jurist and another of the 
trustees. 

In the preamble he lets it be known 
that his chief motives were admiration 
for Britain’s wartime effort “in the 
common cause” and for the fortitude 
with which she has borne the burdens 
of peacetime reconstruction.
